ALLOWABLE SUBJECT MATTER 

1. Claims 7-23 (renumbered as claims 1-17) are allowed. 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance , See 
MPEP 1302.14: 

2. The primary reason for allowance of independent claims 7, 1 1 and 17 
(respectively renumbered as claims 1 , 5 and 1 1 ) in the instant application is that the 
prior art of record, disclosed by the applicant and cited by the examiner, including the 
disclosures of Laine et al. (US Patent 6,687,796) and Farazmandnia et al. (US Patent 
6,728,795) neither anticipates nor renders obvious, along or in combination, all the 
claimed limitations of independent claims 7, 11 and 17 (respectively renumbered as 
claims 1 , 5 and 11). Because claims 8-1 0, 1 2-1 6 and 1 8-23 (respectively renumbered 
as claims 2-4, 6-1 0 and 1 2-1 7) depend directly or indirectly on claims 7, 1 1 and 1 7 
(respectively renumbered as claims 1 , 5 and 1 1 ), these claims are considered allowable 
for at least the same reasons noted above.
